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N ay former I gave you an Account of the 
lare King's coming betore London-Derry, and 
what afterwards happen'd,rill the 23d. of April, 
when Ki/more was 1urrendred, at which time 
Col. Lundee, their then Governour, that very Morn- 
ing made his eſcape. Ir now remains, thar I give a 
Relation of whar has fallen our fince, and of the 
condition of rhe place. | 
The Belieged having rejected all Offers made 
them by the lare King, and provok'd' the Befiegers 
in divers Sallics, as alto being uncerrain when Reliet 
would arrive from Eng/4nd, reloly'd to put them- 
ſelves into the bett poiture they could, and to thar 
purpole unanimouſly declar'd their Reſolutions r0 
Live and Dic with their new Governours, Mr. George 
Walker, and Mr. Henr; Baker, and ro ſubmit with 
an entire Obedience ro their Conduct and Com- 
mands for defence of . the City. 
In the firit place, they exatnin'd the Publick Irca- 
y, where they expected to have found the five 
hundred Pounds ſent them from London by Captain 
Beverly, in the firit Ship that brought them Arms 
and Ammunition, and a far grearcr Sutm, bur the 
Birds were flown. Then they took a view of the 
Ammunition and Stores, and tound ncar 50o Barrels 
of Powder untouch'd, Ball and March ſufficient, as 
alſo Bute for their great Cuns, of which titey have 
24 mounted - upon «he Baitions of the Walls, upon 
the Tower of the Church xwo, and cight within the 
Ciry, that is to ſay, one ar each Gare, and one at 
each corner of the Marker-Houſe in the middic of 
the City, and fronting each Gare. 
In the third place, thcy made inſpection into the 
Stores of Provifions, and found a valt quantity of 
Wheat, Mcal, Oatmeal, Beet, Bacon, Sair, Sal- 
mon, ad Butrer, Cheeſe, Mault, -Beer, Brandy , 
-&c. which was all inventory'd, and pur into Pub- 
kick Store-Houles, with Guards ſer over them. Alto 
. all Merchants, and Tradelmen, to prevent imbezel- 
- ling their Wares ab Merchandizcs, took Inventories 
. of their ſeveral Goods, and carry'd rhem into Publick 
Store-Houſes, which are guarded Night and Day. 
Moreover, upon a Mutler of all char borc Arms, 
; they were found to be ahour 12000, which are all 
; form'd into Regiments and Companies, every Regt- 
: ment under a Col. Licurcenant Col. Major, and Cap-

Gares, the greatelt part of which fell into the Ene- 
mics hands, only ſome few are 1till left that graze 
under the Prorc<tion of the City Canon, which the 
Iriſh however now and then pick up, as often as 
they dare adventure, and for which as often rhey 
pay very dearly, being either ſhot Dead, Wounded, 
ar taken Priloners. 

The great Gares of the City are barricado'u! with- 
n-liide with huge pieces of Timber ; rhe Keys are 
kept ar the main Guard, and cight Captains, two to 
a Carcare npon rhe Watch cyery Nigat. When there 
1s occahion, the Keys are nor to be deliver'd, as was 
uſual, ro a Sergeam, but into the hands of the Cap- 
rains tat guard the particular Polt. 

TwoRegiments are upon Duty every night, and 
upon the leaſt Alatum they arc all ro repair ro the 
Walls, without expecting any orthet Ordets. 

There are in the Town five Minitters who hava 
the Commands of ſo many Companies, and have 


every one of rhem giyen fignal Proofs of their Valour; 


particularly one MF: Chrs/topher Tenny. . 

The privace Souldiers are all in good Hearr ; the 
Allowance ro each Man for a Week, being a Salttion 
and a half, rwo pound of Beef, and four Quarts of 
Oare-meal. Good ftrong Beer is allo order'd to be 
ſold at a Penny a Quart, though not to the Souldiers 
airer cight at Night, ro avoid Diſorders. , _
